OR 11 years an American 

convict found guilty of a 
capital offence has eluded 
the gas chamber by a serie 
of legal manocuvres that 
have won him the admira- 
tion and the sympathy. of 
the world. Almost for- 
gotten ure the crimes he 
was found guilty of com- 
‘mitting which were very 
far from admirable or 
deserving: of sympathy. 


But what has swung support 
in his favour is his dogged 
refusal to admit defeat!

ment which have enjoyed 
considerable: sales, Also 
many now feel that his sen- 
tence was unduly harsh and 
tho procriatination of the 
courts in their several re- 
views tends to enforce this 
impression.
